NUCLEAR POWER ENGINEERING 
IN THE USSR 

The USSR Power Engineering and BleclrUlcation 
Minister Pyofr Neporozhnl writes In the newspaper 
SOVJBTSKAYA UOSSfYA about the significance of 
nuefear power engineering lor fhe Soviet naffonoJ 
economy. 

Last year , nearly 110 thousand million kf/owall- 
hours of electricity was produced from nucJror fuel. 
This let the country save nearly fifty million tonnes ot 
organic fuel. This year, the share ot electricity to be 
supplied by nuclear projects will be even bigger. 
Throughout the year, consumers will be supplied with 
nearly 140 thousand million kWh ol electricity Iron 
nuclear stations. This amounts fo saving between 70 
and 75 million tonnes ol organic fuel. 

Today, nuclear fuej la used not only to produce 
electricity. An atomic /JiermaJ power plant is operat- 
ing fn the (own ol Biiibino, Under construction ora 
pianfs foal will supply both electricity and heat tn (ho 
eiffes ol Odessa and Minsk and there are similar In- 
stallations In Voronezh and Gorky. Such "boiler plants" 
using nuclear luel aro highly economical. Each ol them 
can supply both heal and elect i telly to major cities 
with papula lions of 600 thousand,

of iho Soviet Union, writes the Minister. The reason 
Is ffiuf f if/a priri of ihe country consumes up to eighty 
per cent of the electricity produced. However, most

Recently Soviet scientists developed a compound 
which .has a mixture, ot Iron and oxygen. This Is a whi- 
tish liquid (emulsion) which may be kepi lor a year 
in normal temperature a. It may be Injected Into the 
human body any mlnule and will not slop the heart 
from beating if the patient lost 80 per cent ot his 
blood, or even a hundred under clinical conditions. So 
far (here have been tests on animals, and In roughly 
a year's time the medicine will be used clinically. One 
mare replacement has been developed — a brownish 
powder. II these two substances are combined chem- 
ically the resultant mixture wifi carry out the func- 
tions ol ihe courier of oxygen tn the body no worse 
than conceived by nature Itself, the paper emphasizes.
